This is the third country in 
succession in which violence 
coincided with Stevenson’s ar­ 
rival on his tour of Latin Am­ 
erica. 
After conferring today with 
leaders of Peru's five political 
parties, Stevenson will end his 
visit with a dinner at the resi­ 
dence of the prime minister 
tonight.

Linguist Decries Modern Southern 
Rebel Yell As Less Than Perfected 


NEW YORK IIJPI) 
A Colum­ 
bia University linguist said to­ 
day he didn’t want to start an­ 
other Civil War, but. the truth 
is that the “rebel veil” deliv­ 
ered by modern Southerners is 
but a pallid echo of the real 
thing. 
Dr. Allen Walker Read said 
he had made an extensive 
study of contemporary descrip­ 
tions of the terrifying battle 
cry used by Confederate t roops 
and is now convinced it was a 
unique vocal sound heard only 
during the Civil War and not— 
accurately—since. 
‘T realize this is going to 
raise the ire of some Southern­ 
ers who feel they have perfect­ 
ed the rebel yell,” Read said 
in an interview. “ But. they 
should realize themselves that 
t h e Confederates developed 
their yell under the great emo­ 
tional strain of battle. Today’s 
imitations just aren’t equal.” 
Actually, Read reported in 
an a r t i c l e in “American 
Speech,” a linguistic quarterly, 
the rebel yell was not “con­ 
ventionalized into the pattern 
of the English sound system.” 
He admitted that “ attempts 
to eateh it (the yell sound) in 
any known spelling are all la­ 
mentable.” 
Read said he dug up the ac­ 
count of one Confederate Army 
private who said the rebel yell, 
which 
Read 
considers 
“the 
most terrifying of all 
war 
cries,” sounded like “ Yai, yai, 
yai, yi!’ 
Rut a Virginia Military Insti­ 
tute cadet wrho fought in the 
war wras quoted as saying the 
yell wa9 divided into three 
parts, the first syllable consist­ 
ing of “wha,” the second an 
accented “who,” and the third 


a long drawn out “ eeeeee!” 
However the yell came out, 
it was credited with striking 
fear into the hearts of Union 
soldiers, Read said, sometimes 
causing the Yankees to break 
and run. He said the sound was 
a “terrible” one that “certain­ 
ly helped to shape the picture 
of the Southern soldier as a 
furious fighter.” 
Read said the rebel yell had 
multiple uses. “ Its chief func­ 
tion was to raise morale,” he 
said, “ but, it could also be used 
both for cheering and mocking 
famous men.” 
Confederate troops used the 
yell to jeer a statue of Benja­ 
min Franklin on top of the 
Chambersburg, P a , 
court - 
house, but during a meeting in 
Atlanta, Jefferson Davis was 
greeted by the yell as well as 
cheering 
The rebel yell was shouted 
by thousands of Confederate 
soldiers in at least 20 battles. 
Read said, but never was it 
used with more awesome effect 
than at the battle of Bull Run. 
A Northern sergeant report­ 
ed that a flank movement by 
Confederate troops through a 
pine forest at Bull Run was ac­ 
companied by the fearsome bat­ 
tle cry. 
” . . • We just thought the 
Rebels were rising up out of 
the ground,’’ the sergeant said, 
“ in those pines, everywhere, 
when we broke and ran, and

By Kennedy Warning On Berlin

THERE’S ALWAYS HOPE 
No less than Nikolai Lenin himself claimed 
that a small number of persons with their 
eyes cq>cn could have nipped Communism 
in the bud 44 years ago. 
"If there had been in Petrograd in 1917 ” 
he said, 
a group of only a few thousand 
men who knew what they wanted, we never 
could have come to power in Russia.” 
There is a beam of hope, however, even 
though the blindness of the people of Petro- 
grad gave unwitting entrance to the Com­ 
munist tide that ha^ since engulfed million* 


over the earth. 
It is simply this If good people raise their 
sights and repel the temptation to snuggle 
back into their cozy little worlds, they can 
usually prevent disaster and even improve 
matters.

W ASHINGTO N- In

ing another Berlin crisis Ni­ 
kita 
Khrushchev 
does 
not 
seem impressed by President 
Kennedy’s 
warning 
against 
miscalculation. 
Mr. K ’s apparent indiffer­ 
ence to this warning must 
stem from one of two consid­ 
erations: either he believes 
that the West does not have 
the will and resources to de­ 
fend Berlin or he expects to 
get what he is after by a war 
of nerves. 


The Soviet objective and 
the Soviet tactic are familiar 


THE O BJEC T IV E is to get 
the Western powers out of 
West Berlin and thus make it 
more difficult to defend the 
city. Many times Mr K has 
described Berlin as "a bone 
in my throat.” He has never 
said exactly why it is a bone 
in his throat. The reason must 
be that West Berlin is. to him, 
too alluring and radiant a 
symbol of freedom to have 
120 miles inside East German 
Communist territory. 
Khrushchev’s tactic is to 
threaten to make a treaty with 
himself, that is, with the East 
German 
puppet 
regime 
by 
which he claims that all West­ 
ern 
rights 
in West Berlin 
would be cancelled. 


IN TH E NOTE handed Ken­ 
nedy at Vienna, Mr K is quite 
polite about it all. If we do 
not like what he suggests, he 
would be glad to entertain 
"constructive proposals” from 
us to accomplish the same 
thing. This is like the Soviet 
Union’s suggesting that it take 
half of Alaska and. when we 
demur, replying: "Well, you 
suggest what part of Alaska 
you would like to give us we 
want to be reasonable ’’ 
The United States is not go­ 
ing to abandon West Berlin to 
comfort Khrushchev and we 
are not going to risk the free­ 
dom of 2l 2 million West Ber­ 
liners on the assurance of the 
Kremlin 
that 
West 
Berlin 
would be a free city of West­ 
ern rights were liquidated 
We have often said that we 
can defend only Those areas 
and those people who are pre­ 
pared to defend themsehes 
West Berlin and West Ger­ 
many are ready and willing to 


defend themselves. Dr. Kon­ 
rad 
Adenauer 
and 
Mayor 
Willy Brandt, who are con 
testing for the chancellorship 
this fall, are as one on this 
issue. 


WOULD 
SOVIET 
accept 
ance of Berlin as a "free city" 
be 
trustworthy? 
Last 
year 
they accepted a neutral ad 
minislrator to run the test- 
ban inspection machinery ami 
this year they abandoned it to 
demand a Soviet veto. At the 
lour-power summit in Geneva 
in 1955 they accepted free na­ 
tionwide elections as the basis 
for German unification. They 
joined with the West in say­ 
ing: 


"The heads of government 
have agreed that the settle­ 
ment of the German question 
and the re unification of Ger­ 
many by means of free elec­ 
tions shall be carried out in 
conformity with the national 
interests of the German peo­ 
ple and the interests of Euro­ 
pean security.” 


IF TH ERE ARE to be any 
negotiations over Berlin, this 
is the point at which to begin 
and this is the point at which 
Khrushchev once pretended 
he was willing to begin. 


I am sure that Mr. K has 
no more intention to go back 
to redeem his word on Ger­ 
many than he has to go back 
to redeem the Soviet wrord on 
the test-ban directorship.

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To Mill Valleyites, He's The Chief 


H e Served His Town For 


Nearly 
A Quarter Century

If there is one individual 
who knows a town’s secrets, 
he is the chief of police. 
He knows hut he will never 
tell 
Janies 
Patrick 
McGowan, 
police chief of Mill Valley for 
almost a quarter century, re­ 
tired May I. This is the story, 
not of his secrets, but of “ the 
chief.” 


THE CTIIEE was once a boy 
in the Sierra Nevada. He play­ 
ed baseball and learned how 
to box and wrestle. He used 
to wait, counter in a cigar 
store in San Francisco and go 
to school of an evening. He 
worked in an iron works. 
The chief was a railroad 
man Those were bright days 
when, he recalls, trains used 
to roll 
into Mill Valley on 
Sundays filled with 
people 
playing accordions, ukuleles 
and banjos. 
“ Everybody was singing and 
having a good time,” the chief 
says. 
“ You had to hustle like a 
son-of-a-gun to collect all your 
tickets between here and Sau- 
salito,” he remembers. “ You 
could, though, make it from 
Mill Valley to Sausalito and 
on by ferry from Sausalito 
to the San Francisco dock in 
47 minutes.” 
McGowan, who will be 70 
on Sept. 17, has sharp, clear 
eyes and is as sturdy as a 
rock, exercising 30 minutes 
daily, with barbells and other 
equipment. 
“ He’s a hard boiled one,” 
says Mrs. McGowan. “ He nev­ 
er let anyone walk over him.” 
“ You're either a man or a 
mouse m a police job,” the 
chief 
said. 
“ You 
can’t 
be 
wishy washy ” 
The chief will tell you that 
lie knew Baby Face Nelson 
when McGowan was t o w n 
marshal 
in 
Sausalito. “ N el­ 
son’s real name was Gillis,” 
mid the chief. “ He had a wife 
and a little baby girl —a beau­ 
tiful little girl. I used to talk 
to him He was a little, timid 
sort of fellow.” 
McGowan 
says that 
both 
Dillinger and Baby Face N el­ 
son hid out in Sausalito but 
“we had 
no 
knowledge of 
them being there until after 
they 
were 
exposed 
in 
the 
East ” 


McGOWAN points out that 
there 
were no murders in 
Mill Valley during his first 24 
years as chief, and that he 
had hoped to be able to say 
there were none during his 
tenure. Then, almost within a 
month, there occurred two— 
one when Ralph C. Sooy shot 
his wife, Jean, and then kill­ 
ed himself on Dec. 28, 1960; 
the second on Jan. 21 when 
Luis S. Aldeguer stabbed to 
death Jam es Roger Collins Jr. 
Born in Milton in Calaveras 
Oounty, McGowan moved to 
Grass Valley as a boy, then to 
Sacramento when he was 13 
and later to Sonora where he 
attended high school. 
In 1907 he lived in San 
PVranci9co where he waited 
counter in a cigar store and 
billiard parlor. 
McGowen went to work in 
TWMiron as t icket collector for 
the Nort hwestern P a c i f i c 
Railroad. He became a brake- 
tnan in 1911 and made his 


first run on a train between 
Tiburon and Willitg. “ It took 
five hours by passenger train 
and from 14 to 15 hours by 
freight ” 


Promoted to conductor in 
1920, McGowan remained on 
his W illits run. He tells about 
having so many passengers 
aboard that people sat on the 
coach steps and 
the brake 
wheel, “ We never lost any­ 
body,” 
s a y s 
the 
c h i e f . 
“ Couldn't do that today.” 


ON SOM E OF these trips, 
McGowan’s wife, Mabel, 
ac­ 
companied 
him 
McGowan 
tells the story of her kindli­ 
ness when, one time, she was 
sitting next to a young man. 


“ I asked him for a ticket,” 
says the chief, “ and he replied 
‘I can’t find my ticket’.” 
“ I was used to that,” Mc­ 
Gowan adds. 
“ You look for it,” McCIow­ 
an told the man 
“ The next 
time I come around maybe 
you’ll find it. 
“ if you 
don’t 
have your 
ticket. I ’m going to unload 
you.” 
“ The 
next 
time 
I 
came 
through the train I said ‘fares, 
please and he passed me up 
a bill. I gave his a cash fare 
and thought no more about it. 
Later, sitting next to Mrs. Mc­ 
Gowan. she told me she felt 
sorry for the guy 
“ When we got into Sausa­ 
lito Mrs, McGowan said she 
had given him the money for 
his fare. ‘You gave him the 
money?’ I asked. ‘You’ll nev­ 
er get that back! Kiss that 
goodbye! I'm working myself 
to death and you give my mon­ 
ey away!” 
“ It 
wasn’t a 
week 
later 
when he sent her a great big 
box of candy and, along with 
it, the money he had l>orrow- 
ed. ‘I wish to thank you for 
helping me in the time of 
need,’ a note read. 
It was 
signed ‘wayward friend’.” 
In 
1928, 
McGowan look 
leave of absence from 
the 
railroad 
and 
became 
town 
marshal of Sausalito. 
It was 
during prohibition, says the 
chief, 
“ but 
there 
were 
no 
stills. It wasn’t a bad town.” 
“ In those days,” he recalls, 
“ we used to put on 50 police­ 
men in Sausalito over a three- 
day holiday. We had to keep 
people m line who were com­ 
ing back to Sausalito to catch 
the San Francisco ferry. 
“ I remember the worst time 
was when traffic was backed 
up to San Anselmo. 
People 
would really fight 
if some­ 
body nosed them out. Every 
Sunday was a headache.” 
McGowan says the Golden 
Gate Ferry paid half the po­ 
licemen’s cost and Northwest­ 
ern Pacific Railroad the oth­ 
er half. 
Feb. 
1, 
1937, 
McGowan 
came to Mill Valley as chief 
of police. Besides himself, the 
force had three officers— Joe 
Canet, 
Howard 
Lascy 
and 
Jack Fiske. 
Of these, only 
Captain Canet is still with the 
department. 
Today, there is the chief, 
Dan Terzich, and 10 officers. 


W H E N McGOWAN 
first 
came, the chief earned $200 
a month, the captain $165 and 
patrolmen $140. 
Then the city had its own 
jail. “ We used to give a man 


lodging if he had no place to 
go,” said the chief. “ There 
were two cells for men and 
one for women. When we got 
a woman, we called in a ma­ 
tron.” 
Today there are no 
cells. Prisoners are taken di­ 
rectly to the county jail in 
San Rafael. 


“ W e had more drunks in 
1937 than 
now,” 
McGowan 
said. “ We would lock them 
up awhile and let them cool 
off ” 


The city in 1937 had its 
own judge who came in once 
a week. W alter W. Derr, wdio 
lives in Mill Valley, was Mill 
V alley’s judge when the sys­ 
tem was changed five years 
ago. 


At that time McGowan act­ 
ed as clerk of the court and 
remitted fine money to the 
fiscal department. McGowan 
says fines ran 
as 
high 
as 
$2,121 a month. They are now' 
handled by municipal court 
in San Rafael. 
“ In 1937,” the chief says, 
“ we did everything. W e even 
painted the streets.” He add-

ed that “ the center line we 
did 
with 
a 
little 
machine 
which held three gallons. The 
parking curbs we painted by 
hand.” 
One of the proudest pos­ 
sessions in the police station 
was his record book. “ E very­ 
thing is recorded,” he say s. 
“ Records are a big thing in a 
police department.” 
He showed us the compact 


book which listed names of 
persons arrested, c h a r g e s , 
dates, arresting officers, acci­ 
dents and disposition of cases. 
With it were field expendi­ 
ture records and the monthly 
reports. 
We noticed that during one 
month there were 16 records 
of animals impounded. The 
animals, loose on the streets,

Mill Valley Teacher Makes Use 


Of 'Science In Action' Shows 


Every Monday night at 7 
o’clock 
during 
the 
school 
year just completed the pu­ 
pils of th<' sixth grade at Mill 
Valley’s Alto School had a 
homework assignment which 
they tackled with unanimous 
enthusiasm 
watching televi­ 
sion. 
Thirty six voting members 
of the class taught by Mrs 
Gwen Denk watched KRON’s 
“ Science 
in 
Action” 
show 
weekly as a class assignment. 
Home study work sheets 
were filled in with answers 
learned by watching the show. 
Mrs. Denk says the assign­ 
ments originated from her de­ 
sire to take advantage of the 
pupils’ natural desire to watch 
TV, and to encourage them to 
be selective in their viewing. 
Because of the heightened 
interest in science resulting 
from the space age, she hit 
upon “ Science in Action” as 
a classroom project. The Cali­ 
fornia Academy of Sciences, 
producers of the program, fur 
rushed her each week an ad 
vance copy of the script for 
the 
forthcoming 
program 


From this she prepared the 
work sheets which the pupils 
took home every Monday. 
On 
Tuesday 
mornings 
a 
brief discussion period alxiut 
the show were held and work 
sheets corrected. 
Sometimes, Mrs. Denk ad­ 
mits, the shows were too ad­ 
vanced. On other occasions 
the pupils showed an inter­ 
est winch led to additional 
classroom projects. 
During the year students 
made 
notebooks 
containing 
all of their worksheets plus 
special projects which struck 
their fancy. Among these was 
a special tidepool display pre­ 
pared for Public School Week 
in April. 
Mrs. Denk’s experience in 
using “ Science in Action” in 
her classroom is similar to 
that of a number of other Bay 
Area teachers who also have 
used the program. The Acad­ 
emy plans to publish a report 
of these projects and make it 
available to any teacher who 
wants to l>*gin a similar un­ 
dertaking 
in 
happy 
home­ 
work.

law, Harry A. Scott of Tib­ 
urón, who had joined him on 
the West Coast and landed a 
job at H. Koch and Sons, Inc., 
in Corte Madera, that Mosier 
learned of an opening at the 
luggage manufacturing plant 
for an apprentice under the 
State Division of Apprentice­ 
ship Standards program. 


M O S I E R W A S doubtful 
that he could qualify. Never­ 
theless, he went to the Koch 
plant and talked with the su­ 
perintendent and chief en­ 
gineers. To his surprise, he 
learned that the requirements 
were not as difficult as he had 
assumed, and that he could 
qualify. 
He left his current job, as a 
darkroom technician for a San 
Anselmo photographic studio, 
and began a new career as an 
a p p r e n t i c e tool and dye 
maker for Koch. 
Mosier found that his pre­ 
vious experience in the rail­ 
road machinists’ shop aided 
him in his new field. But 
t h e r e 
were, 
nevertheless, 
some marked differences — 
particularly 
in 
the 
m u c h 
smaller machines employed in 
the luggage plant. 
“And the cleanliness of the 
Koch plant is a big change 
from the railroad shop, too,” 
he says. 
Most apprentices do class­ 
room as well as on-the-job 
work. For Mosier, however, 
his training has all been on- 
the-job. There is no classroom 
set-up for tool and dye makers 
in this area. 
Mosier has compensated for 


the lack of classroom work, 
however, by doing consider­ 
able home study. 
“ 1 bought m y s e l f some 
books on mathematics and 
other subjects,” Mosier says. 


O N T H E JO B , his imme­ 
diate s u p e r v i s o r was Joe 
Tucker, Koch’s shop superin­ 
tendent. Other journeymen in 
the plant also went out of 
their way to help instruct the 
apprentice. 
“ I ’ve learned a lot,” Mosier 
says. 
Next Saturday Mosier will 
be a member of a class of ap­ 
prentices who will receive 
their certificates m a r k i n g 
their promotion to journey­ 
man status. 
And Mosier will 
then be a full fledged tool and 
dye maker. 
The customary three years 
of a p p r e n t i c e s h i p were 
trimmed to two for Mosier be­ 
cause of his previous experi­ 
ence in Nebraska. 
Mosier, a Vallejo resident 
who commutes to and from 
work and who is married and 
the father of three children, 
says he has now found the 
trade with which he expects 
to remain the rest of his life. 
“ 1 like the work,” he says. 
And although he could seek 
employment elsewhere, he is 
satisfied to remain at Koch. 
“ It’s a nice place to work,” he 
explains. 
Mosier is only one of many 
men in Marin whose employ­ 
ment horizons are being wid­ 
ened as a result of the appren­ 
ticeship program. It’s a joint 
management-union state proj­ 


ect. Before Mosier began his 
w'ork? the International Assn. 
of Machinists union and the 
Koch 
company 
signed 
an 
agreement with the state set­ 
ting forth the terms in writing 
for his apprenticeship. 


APPRENTICESHIP training 
in Marin under a county or­ 
ganization was given official 
status by the California State 
Department of Industrial Re­ 
lations and the Division of Ap­ 
prenticeship S t a n d a r d s on 
Ju ly 31, 1944. 
Records show 
that since 
1930 joint trade committees 
composed of representatives 
of labor, management and Ma­ 
rin County schools had work­ 
ed to promote apprenticeship 
training and to improve pre­ 
apprenticeship classes. 
In 1938 the schools, assisted 
by the trade committees, were 
conducting pre-apprenticeship 
classes in auto shop, carpen­ 
try, electricity, sheet metal 
and landscaping. The desire- 
ability of closer coordination 
with management, and the 
need for a follow-up system 
after high graduation were 
apparent, however. 
In 1939, joint labor-manage- 
ment apprenticeship commit­ 
tees were established for the 
automotive, carpentry, elec­ 
trician, 
painting, 
plumbing 
and sheet metal trades, and 
evening classes were started 
in related subjects. 
F r e d 
Wood 
was 
named 
by the 
schools to assist the commit­ 
tees in coordinating the pro­ 
gram. 
Pearl Harbor came, and ap­ 


prenticeship training g a v e 
way to war work. In the con­ 
version from regular appren­ 
ticeship training to training 
for war industries, the com­ 
mittees and schools of Marin 
assisted more than 4,000 peo­ 
ple in getting into the nation­ 
al defense effort. 
Near the end of the war, 
Archie J. Mooney, then chief 
of the apprenticeship stand­ 
ards division and secretary of 
the 
apprenticeship council, 
drew the attention of labor 
and management to the dan­ 
ger of a large postwar gap in 
the ranks of the skilled labor 
force since no apprenticeships 
were being trained during the 
conflict. He urged that imme­ 
diate steps be taken to pre­ 
pare for a resumption of ap­ 
prentice programs. 


AS A RESULT of Mooney’s 
suggestion, San Rafael School 
Supt. Oliver Hartzell called a 
meeting of all members of the 
various joint apprenticeship 
committees for Dec. 13, 1943, 
to analyze the labor future of 
Marin. 
The result was an 
agreement that something had 
to be done on the county 
level. And that something, it 
was decided, was a leading 
part by the c o m m i t t e e in 
assisting returning veterans 
and others seeking training in 
skilled trades to fill the labor 
gap created by the war. 
The committee set up to 
tackle this big job consisted 
of Hartzell; Ralph Murphy, 
general contractor; James W. 
Wall of the sheetmetal union;

Edward W. Culver of the 
plumbers’ union; li e x f o r d 
Kuggles of the San Rafael In­ 
dependent; H a r r y Russell, 
vice principal of the Tamal- 
pais High School; Herman J. 
Hale of the machinists' union, 
and Ward H. Austin, presi­ 
dent of Marin Junior College. 
These men called a meet­ 
ing of interested persons for 
Jan. 10, 1944 to discuss the 
possibility of establishing a 
Marin County Apprenticeship 
Council made up of equal rep­ 
resentation from labor and 
management, and to recom­ 
mend that the facilities of Ma­ 
nn Junior College, San Rafael 
High School and Tamalpais 
High School be used for ap­ 
prenticeship training. 
It was decided to create the 
council, patterned after the 
joint trade committees. And 
a council made up of crafts­ 
men, employers, educators, 
public relations men and state 
a g e n c y representatives was 
elected. Included were Hale, 
Guido Mariani, Walter Ma/z» 
and Louis Robello from the 
r a n k s of labor: Herb Dohe- 
mann, Ralph Murphy, Del mar 
Turney 
and 
H. 
B. 
War­ 
ner, representing m a n a g e - 
ment, and educators Austin, 
Ed Wells and Jules Chouree. 


SERVING AS consultants 
were William Gruitt of the 
U. S. 
Employment 
Service, 
Eugene W. Norton of the U.S. 
Department of Labor’s ap­ 
prenticeship training division, 
and Ruggles for public rela­ 
tions. 
The council held 12 meet­ 
ings between January and 
June to shape its program, 
preparing a constitution and 
by-laws, surveying the ap­ 
prenticeship training oppor­ 
tunities and work situation in 
the county, and meeting with 
employer and labor represen­ 
tatives to encourage training 
programs. 
Plans were laid for alloca­ 
tion of apprentices and ar­ 
rangements made for supple­ 
mental training for journey­ 
men workers on war assembly 
jobs. 
Apprentice classes were es- 


t a b 1 i s h e d. And apprentice 
training standards were de­ 
veloped and apprentices reg­ 
istered on state agreements. 
On July 31, 1944 the coun­ 
cil’s constitution and by-laws 
were approved by Paul Schar- 
renberg, director of the De­ 
partment of Industrial Rela­ 
tions, and Archie J. Mooney, 
chief of the department’s Di- 
v i s i o n of Apprenticeship 
Standards. This made Marin 
County one of the first in the 
s t a t e to be able to offer 
planned and approved proce- 
d u r c s fo r apprenticeship 
training. 
In 1945 eight labor-man- 
agement joint apprenticeship 
committees were established, 
and 50 young men were in 
training in the various trades 
in Marin. 
On June 5, 1947, the first 
completion c e r e m o n y was 
held at the San Rafael High 
School with 18 “graduates 
receiving t h e i r certificates 
signifying their advancement 
to journeyman status. 


SINCE 1947 there has been 
a completion ceremony an­ 
nually, with an average of 60 
apprentices finishing t h e i r 
training each year. 
Next Saturday the 
1961 
completion ceremony will be 
held at Dominic’s Harbor Res­ 
taurant in San Rafael. Fifty- 
eight young men, including 
Gale Mosier, will receive then- 
state trade certificates. Three 
hundred other men and boys 
are still in training in the 
county at various trades. 
California is observing Ap­ 
prenticeship Month through 
June with the slogan; “Indus­ 
try, plan ahead—-train an ap­ 
prentice.’’ “ It is a fact that 
unless we step up apprentice­ 
ship training, we will face a 
critical shortage of skilled 
workers,’’ apprentice program 
leaders state. 
What is need, they say, are 
t r a i n i n g opportunities for 
more young men like Gal t ' 
Mosiert quick to learn and 
adept with their hands. 
And the apprentice pro­ 
gram is just the thing to pro­ 
vide them, they believe.

Artist-Turned-Author Writes 
Strangest Novel Of The Year 


B R E A K D O W N 
by 
J o h n 
Bratby, W orld Publishing Co., 
336 p age s, $4.95.

John Bratby is one of Eng­ 
land's more controversial ar­ 
tists And with this first novel, 
he has made his bid for sim i­ 
lar status in the ranks of 
writers. 
As in his painting, he has 
a writing style uniquely his 
own. The closest approxima­ 
tion that comes readily to our 
mind is that of this country’s 
Jack 
Kerouac. 
There's 
the 
same rejection of the usual 
disciplines of the writer, the 
same 
fatalistic * outlook 
on 
life, the same preoccupation 
with the non conformist cate­ 
gories of our society . 
But there are differences, 
too Bratby, for instance, sel 
dom creates the sense of ex­ 
citement and movement that 
Kerouac does for us (although 
not all readers feel this). His 
writing has much less im ­ 
pact. On the other hand, the 
Englishman is, as might be 
expected of an artist, fascinat­ 
ed with the descriptive, of 
persons, places and events. 
And usually effective at it. al­ 
though at times resorting to 
caricature. Then, too, Bratby 
frequently 
demonstrates 
a 
sense of humor that would be 
disdained by Kerouac. 
‘ Breakdown” is the story 
of the moral and mental dis­ 
integration of an English a r­ 
tist named James Brady Brat­ 
by admits that he has drawn 
to some extent upon his own 
experiences, but denies the 
book is autobiographical. 
The 
incidents 
are 
lurid, 
often implausible Sometimes 
they seem trivial, or totally 
irrelevant to the story. 
We started with an atti­ 
tude of dismay at the disor­ 
ganization of the early chap­ 
ters, progressed by mid-book 
to a confused reaction some­ 
where 
between 
fascination 
and impatience with the af­ 
fectations of the author, and 
ended up. while still puzzled, 
also interested and entertain­ 
ed in spite of ourselves. 
We wouldn’t presume to 
predict what your reaction to 
the book might be. for we sus­ 
pect it triggers a purely indi­ 
vidualistic response. But we 
do think that you will agree 
that it is certainly different. 
Incidentally. Bratby’s black

tiful fragrant blooms is worth 
every minute of extra care. 
Like camellias, a z a l e a s , 
fuchsias or any number of

The g a r d e n e r need 
only supply them and he will 
have blooms to match the best 
he could buy in any florist 
shop 
In the first place, gardenias 
are heat lovers. They thrive 
in sun and sulk in shade. Here 
near the coast, they are best 
grown against a sun baked 
wall where heat can be re­ 
flected during the day and 
stored 
for s o m e 
a d d e d 
warmth at night. A south or 
west wall will give the best re­ 
sults 
The soil should be on the 
acid side, made loose and por­ 
ous by the addition of humus, 


especially leaf mold or peat 
moss. Moisture should always 
be present and conserved by 
a mulch of pure {»eat. Yellow­ 
ing indicates a lack of iron 
and is seldom evident when 
the soil is properly acid or a 
semi state of dormancy. If you 
think this sounds like some­ 
thing a camellia might like, 
you’re right The only differ­ 
ence is m the m atter of heat. 


There are many ways to get 
maximum use from gardenias. 
In fact it’s hard to go wrong 
with them. A single, well- 
tended shrub will yield mass­ 
es of fragrant blooms. Two or 
more are that much better. 
Try an 
informal flowering 
hedge of gardenias, or tub 
them and spot the tubs in 
sunny pockets on the deck. In 
or out of bloom, the glossy 
foliage is lovely to look at.

Over-Population Can 
Cramp Plant Growth 


You Can Avoid This Problem 


By Proper Thinning In Garden 


Have you ever noticed how 
the trees grow in a “second 
growth” wood tot? When the 
old trees have been harvested 
an immense number of tree 
seeds sprout and grow to re­ 
place them. The result is the 
familiar sight of dozens, some­ 
times hundreds of saplings 
trying to occupy the space 
formerly covered by one ma­ 
ture tree. 
The appearance of these 
crowded young trees is far 
different from their parents. 
They become unnaturally tall 
and thin because they are all 
doing their best to get their 
leaves into sunlight, for to be 
shaded by their neighbors is 
to die. 
In contrast, rem em ber how 
a solitary tree of the same 
kind grows into a well-bal­ 
anced, fully branched, sturdy 
individual. It achieves great­ 
er size and produces blooms 
and fruits both more quickly 
and 
more 
abundantly than 
those that are in severe com­ 
petition with each other. 
Your flower garden may 
demonstrate the very same 
crowding 
as the 
s e c o n d 
growth forest, and with the 
same unhappy result. Individ­ 
ual plants grow tall, spindly, 
thin, and suffer lack of mois­ 
ture, 
fertility and sunlight 
when they are closely spaced. 
These plants are easy prey to 
wind damage and drouth, and 
when they reach the blooming 
stage they normally have re­ 
sources for only a few small 
flowers at the tip of the plant. 
This unhappy situation can be 
avoided very easily by remov­ 
ing excess plants while they 
are 
in the seedling stage. 


Thinning out the surplus is e f­ 
fective then, for the remain­ 
ing plants can develop norm ­ 
ally from the 
earliest age, 
making well developed, bushy 
plants with plenty of vigor 
and tin* strength to produce 
their full quota of blooms 
Do your thinning in two 
stages, the first one at the 
seedling age, when you leave 
plants spaced 
a I) o u t 
two 
inches apart in the row. the 
second one when the plants 
have developed to the point 
where their leaves are about 
to touch each other. 
The distance you leave be­ 
tween the plants at the last 
thinning depends on the ul­ 
timate size of the kind of 
plant involved. 
If you are 
dealing with tie* new alyssum 
Rosie O’Day, four inches is 
ample d i s t a n c e between 
plants. If you have planted 
the All America winner (’oral 
Satin 
petunia, eight 
to 
10 
inches are al»out right, w h ile 
other petunias are better at 
one foot distance. The new 
cactus flowered zinnias. Lilac 
Time, Cherry Time and Snow 
Time, require 12 to 14 inches 
between plants because they 
make more r o b u s t growth 
than most garden subjects 
Some grow still bushier, and 
can use 18 inches between 
plants. 
These include such 
husky plants as those of the 
giant 
flowered 
Crackerjack 
marigold. 
In any case, do give those 
flowers 
in 
your 
garden 
a 
chance to show what they can 
do. 
Give them living room 
and begin the thinning job be­ 
fore crowding has affacted 
their growth. 


The Smell Of Oranges, 
But Without The Fruit 


One sniff and you’re con­ 
vinced they’re orange trees 
in bloom 
But one look and 
you know they’re not 
Such is the story of two 
highly popular shrubs. 
These 
two 
“could-be

Mexican oranges ar*» light 
green - - almost yellow green 
in color and airy in their 
looks. The foliage, not being 
dense, permits light into the 
center with resulting delicacy 
of appearance. They are best 
used as a flowering shrub 
border or hedge, or as a foun­ 
dation planting. 
Give them 
full sun here near the coast 
Mock oranges are at their 
peak this month and the pun* 
white, two-inch flowers an* 
hard to resist. 
Nursery men 
recommend m o c k 
oranges 
highly, since they bloom pro­ 
fusely at a time when few 
other shrubs are willing to do 
so. Unlike the evergreen Mex­ 
ican orange, mock oranges 
are deciduous. 
Mock oranges are indiffer­ 
ent to soil and cultural needs 
Here near the coast, they can 
be left to their own devices 
in full or part sun 
Prune 
after flowering by removing 
old canes to the ground This 
not only promotes new flow­ 
ering wood for next year, but 
keeps plants from growing 
too tall and rangy Lazy gard 
eners can overlook this t i>k 
for two or three years at » 
time, hut sooner or later it 
should Ik* done.

Television Offers Powerful Critic 


A Forum For Expounding His Views 


TELEVISION moguls sat re­ 
cently in open-mouthed aston­ 
ishm ent 
while one of the 
speakers at their annual get- 
together, the convention of 
the National Assn. of Broad­ 
casters, 
handed 
them 
and 
their program ming policies a 
merciless tongue-lashing. 


There was grum bling after 
wards, but little real back 
talk. 
For one thing, the TV big- 
shots w eren’t in a position to 
sass their critic, Newton N. 
Minow, the powerful chair­ 
man of the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission. 


And for another thing, it 
was all to apparent that Min- 
ow’s criticism of the bulk of 
TV program ming, while m ak­ 
ing due allowance for the oc­ 
casional quality shows, was 
totally justified. 


Minow’s blast was widely 
carried in the press. And if 
you note a trend next season 
toward more and more good 
shows, less and less trash and 
trivia, the plain-speaking FCC 
chieftain very probabiy will 
be deserving of much of the 
credit. 


It is to the credit of the 
ABC-TV network that it is 
providing Minow with a forum 
tomorrow to further expound 
his views on video program ­ 
ming. He is to be the guest 
on the “Issues and Answers” 
show, seen in this a n a on 
KGO at 4:30 p. m. 


There is some irony to this 
in that, of the three networks, 
ABC certainly has dem on­ 
strated, until 
recently, 
the 
most 
resistance 
to 
quality 
program ming. 
There 
have, 
however, been heartening in 
dicat ions during the past sea­ 
son that the network lias be­ 
latedly d e v e l o p e d a con­ 
science. And the scheduling 
of the Minow interview is cer­ 
tainly another step in 
the 
right direction. 


Minow only 35, will discuss 
some of the mail he has re­ 
ceived as the result of his con­ 
vention speech, further clar­ 
ify his views on the subject of 
TV program m ing and forecast 
the future role of the FCC in 
broadcasting. 


It should not be overlooked, 
incidentally, that the schedul­ 
ing of a greater num ber of 
m eritorious shows is not the 
full solution to the problem . 
E q u a l l y im portant is the 
s c h e d u l i n g of more such 
shows in prim e viewing time 
when large audience can view 
them . Too many really excel­ 
lent shows— “Camera Three’’ 
and “Accent,” for instance— 
are now carried either at light 
viewing hours, or totally ig­ 
nored by some stations. Here, 
too, there are already signs 
that the men who call the 
shots in TV are awakening. 
ABC’s “Close-Up” and ‘ W in­ 
ston Churchill — The Valiant 
Y ears” series are just tu o ex 
amples. 


ANOTHER EXAMPLE of a 
superior show allotted prim e 
time by its network is NBC’s 
“The Nation’s Future.” 


Tonight’s show, 9:30 o’clock 
on KRON will mark a depar­ 
ture from the usual format 
for that series. Instead of a 
debate, there will be onTv a 


single speaker. G. Keith Fun- 
ston, president of the New 
York Exchange, will discuss 
the tax policies of the Ken­ 
nedy adm inistration. He is ex. 
pected to give special atten­ 
tion to controversial proposals 
dealing with taxes on corpora­ 
tion profits and dividends. 


Funston will also answer 
questions from an audience 
which will include a num ber 
of newspaper financial page 
editors and writers. 


NBC says the Funston ap­ 
pearance is the first of six 
such “one-man shows” sched­ 
uled for this sum m er, to be 
interspersed among the usual 
two-man debates. 


The new form at, according 
to The Nation s F uture” pro­ 
ducer Irving Gitlin, “allows us 
to present a thesis of im port­ 
ance to the speaker and a 
large segm ent of his audience, 
and to focus questions on that 
point of view ” 


REPUBLICAN Party lead­ 
ers have reportedly become 
concerned over the f u t u r e 
political implications of the 
heavy television e x p o s u r e 
which has been given Presi- 
d e n t John F. Kennedy, his 
family and the m em bers of 
his adm inistration. 


The 
GOP, 
however, 
will 
have an inning of its own on 
TV tomorrow when KRON 
will carry, at 3 p. m., an NBC 
news 
show 
entitled 
‘T h e 
Loyal Opposition.” It is billed 
as an examination of the cur­ 
rent role of the Republican 
Party, and will be highlighted 
by the appearance of form er 
President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower. From his Gettysburg, 
Pa., farm , the forme.* presi­ 
dent will discuss, with eight 
of the younger GOP m em bers 
of Congress, his party’s fu­ 
ture. 


NBC W hite House corre­ 
spondent Ray Scherer, who 
“covered” General Eisenhow­ 
er through the eight years of 
his adm inistration, will be the 
narrator. 


IF YOU ENJOY M o n t e 
Carlo’s Grand Prix on televi­ 
sion Thursday night, there’s 
another automobile race on 
TV this evening. 


“ Wide W orld of Sports,” 
KGO from 5 to 7 p. m., will 
offer highlights of the recent 
24-hour sports car race from 
LeMans, France. T h e race is 
run over an eight and three- 
tenths mile course with the 
car covering the most mileage 
during the 24 hours of the 
race being declared the win­ 
ner. Two drivers alternate be­ 
hind the steering wheel of 
each car. Fifty-five cars com­ 
peted in this year’s race. 


Serving as guest comm enta­ 
tor on tonight’s show will be 
British driver Stirling Moss 
one of the big names of sports 
car racing.
